In  accordance  with  the  decree  adapted  by  the  CC  of  the  H3ZKP  the 
organization  of  the  so  called  housing  district  Party  groups  (lakotenlrtl 
parte Boportok )  have  recently  started  in  Debrecen.  These  groups  are 
bein'  organized  in  larger  apartment  builAi^s  and  within  the  city  blocks.

Since  the  1956  counter-revolution  the  Communists  are  not  very 
well  respected  in  the  Glove  Factory  in  Pecs  and  the  1,500  workers  employed 
by  the  factory  are  somewhat  warry  of  mess  movements  and  lack  the 
ambition  to  build  Socialism,  reports  latvan  SZUTS.  After  investigating 
the  MSZKP  groups  in  the  factory  _  recently,  the  Pecs  /toW  KSZKP  reports* 
that  the  “respect  for  the  K5ZKP  within  the  factory  is  at  a  very  low  point, 
there  ia  no  much  Party  activity,  and  the  Communists  have  little  If  any 
influence  on  the  workers.  There  is  a  gap  between  the  indautrial  management 
and  the  Party  organztation  and  the  trade  union  groups."  There  are  72 
Party  members' in  the  factory  and  according,  to  Mrs  Antal  secretary 

of  the  plant  MSZMP  organziation,  in  ever  shop  in  -Addition  to  the 
foreman  and  the  trade  union  officials  there  is  a  Par'y  member  who  keeps 
an  eye  on  production  and  "even  discusses  the  workers'  personal  problems." 
Nevertheless,  the  management  often  make  decisions  without  consulting  the 
Party  members.  One  of  the  major  trouble,  writes  SZUTS,  1=  that  although 
moot  of  the  IS  foremen  are  Party  members  none  of  them  has  more  than  an 


eighth  grade  education.  Workers  are  also  reluctant  to  Introduce  autoraatln 
(they  claim  that  artisans  can  not  be  put  on  the  assembly  line)  and  the 
overfulfil! ment  of  the  plan  is  calculated  purely  on  e  quantitative 
basis  instead  of  considering  also  the  quality  of  the  products.  People 
pay  little  attention  to  MSZKP  agitations*  There  are  posters  still  on 
the  walls  greeting,  the  "forthcoming"  7th  KSZKP  Congress.  In  the  first 
quarter  of  I960  the  factory  fulfilled  its  plan  by  lOO.lTpercent  but  it 
lagged  behind  its  export  plan  by  6.000  pairs  of  gloves,

Deaso  NEMES,  a  member  of  the  MSZKP  Political  Committee,  delivered 

a  for eigb  policy  speech  at  the  University  of  Pecs  and  during  a  question 

and  answer  period  gave  specific  answers  to  some  of  the  vrobleos  concerning 

international  affairs.  NEME8  declared  that  countries  in  the  Socialist  camp 

by  granting  long  term  credits  are  contributing  to  the  development  of  the 

newly  emerging  countries.  Hungary  is  exporting  tool  and  die  manufacturing 

/ 

machinery  to  India  and  is  gov  ng  to  set  up  a  complete  railroad  car  mam J&o- 
turing  plant  there,  while  to  Kaor.mir  Hungary  will  send  water  works  equipment* 
To  Iraq  Hungary  ex-orts  textiles  and  other  light  industry  products  and 
a  complete  match  factory  and  mill  /not  specified/  were  set  up  by  the 
Hungarian^ there.  In  return  Iraq  sends  raw  material  and  dates  to  Hungary. 
Hunger’  has  already  delivered  30  buses  to  Guinea  and  a  mill/not  specified^** 
alsdbeen  set  up  there. 

!  Turning  to  speacial  areas  KEMPS  said  that  the  relations  between 
Syria  and  Egypt,  due  to  the  fault  of  Egypt,  had  deteriorate’  recently*  HEKi 
also  spoke  on  the  Italian  crisis,'  West  German  developments,  the  economic 
relation  between  Poland  and  the  United  States  and  the  situation  in 
Berlin.
